Count one to an eighth note, two to a quarter because there are two eighths in a quarter. 
Count one to a dot written after a quarter note because a dot has one half of the value of 
a note or rest before it. Count four to a half note because there are four eighths in a half. 
Count six to a dotted half note, four for the half note and two for the dot after it. 

The dot increases the value of a note one half.
